Because writing has become so important in our culture, we sometimes think of it 
as more real than speech. A little thought, however, will show why speech is primary 
and writing secondary to language. Human beings have been writing (as far as we can 
tell from surviving evidence) for at least 500 years, but they have been talking for 
much lenger, doubtless ever since there have been human beings. 


When writing did develop, it was đerivèd from and represented speech, although 
imperfectly.

To affirm the primacy of speech over writing is not, however, to say that the latter 
is of little importance. One advantage writing has over speech is that it is more 
permanent and makes possible the records that ary civilization must have.

One should be wary, however, of assuming that silent reading came about simply 
because reading aloud ¡is a distraction to others.

Towards the end of the century there was still considerable argument over 
whether books should be used for information or treated respectfully, and over whether 
the reading of material such as newspapers was in some way mentally weakening, 
Indeed this argument remains with us sửll in education. However, whatever its virtues, 
the olđ shared literacy culture had gone and was replaced by the printed mass media on 
the one hanđ and by books and periodicals for a specialized on the other. 

By the end of the century students were being recommended to adopt attitudes to 
books and to use skills in reading them which were inapprepriate ¡f not impossible, for 
the oral reader. The social, cultural, and technological changes in the century had 
greatly altered what the term "reading" implied.
